Wasnrineton, April 28.—The house resumed 
consideration of the Lynch-Chalmers con- 
tested election case. Mr. Calkins, of Indiana, 
stated that he had intended to call the preyi- 
eus question at 2 o’clock to-day, but on con- 
sideration he had determined not to call for 
the vote until to-morrow. Mr. Hooker, of 
Mississippi, in ¢he course of a speech in sup- 
port of the claims of Mr, Chalmers, ridiculed 
and criticised the speech recently delivered 
by Mr. Meeore, of Tennessee, and inquired 
whetherany of that gentleman’s business cen- 
stituency were afraid to vote the republican 
ticket. 

Mr. Meene—i wish to answer, on my _ per- 
sona) responsibility as an honorable man, 
that a gewtieman, for forty years a merchant 
in Mississippi, told me during my campaign: 
“Tam a republican in heart, but I cannot 
afford te say so, living in Mississippi aad sell- 
ing goeds.. If I did the people would not 
trade with me.’’ Lecould yive that gentle- 
mansmame here if ithought it was safe to 
do so. {Derisive laughter on the democratic 
sida. ) 


A SLANDER CHARGED, 

Mr. Hooker—lI undertake vw assert that the 
gentleman from Tennessee not orly is guilty 
of mestake, but that he utters aslander ona 
bold, honorable, noble, constituency, which 
he assumes to represent here ia his mercan- 
tile capacity. l undertake to assert that there’ 
ismotu manin Mississippi whe has a white 
skim. Who has not the courage to speak his 
sendiments. The contestant in 
Case ‘sets an eXample to 
man whom the gentieman amaligns, 
umlone which the gentleman would do well’ 
to follow.

sippi, asserting that they were accorded all 
the rights of citizenship and lived in peace, 
quiet and order, and to contrast the condition 
of that state under carpet-bag and under 
democratic rule, greatly tothe disadvantage 
of the former. 

MR. TUCKER SPEAKS, 

Mr. Tucker, of Virginia, commented on the 
fact that the republican party. which broke 
into enthusiastic applause at the advent of 
the contestant in the case Westerday, had 
never seen fittosend a man ot the African 
race to congress to represent any district 
north of the Potomac river. He aid mot ob- 
fect to the contestant because he was colored. 
it lawtully elected, he (Tucker) would vote 
flor him, but if not elected, he begged of tie 
gentiemen on the other side not te force on 
asouthern constituency aman of African 
descent, When they would not allow one of 
that race to occupy a seat from. any district 
in the north. He denied the truth of the 
supposition that ail colored men were repub- 
and that therefore ne -demucrat 
could be elected trom aé district in the 
south in which the colored race _ pre- 
dominated, except by resorting to 
fraud or violence. Mr. Tacker then pro- 
ceeded with a legal argument in support of 
Mr. Chalmers claim. Myr. Robeson, of New 
Jersey, presented the law sustaining the cause 
of the contestant. The gist of his argument 
was that the house having the constitutional 
right to determine upon the election of its 
members had the rigut and the power to over- 
ride the decisions of state, courts, throwing 
techniealities in the way ef allowing votes 
constitutionally cast to be henesthy .counted. 
The decision of the supreme cowrt of Missis- 
sippi, that as the monkey dash upon the 
ticket was a distinguishing work, that conse 
‘quently over two thousand votes cast for 
Lynch must be thrown out, was, in .his judg- 
anent, not only absurd but uncenstitutional. 

MR. SPEER SPEAKS. 

Mr. Speer, of Georgia, spoke ia faver of the 
<ontestee 's right to retain his seat, etating that 
he dic so inuenced by no partisan or race 
prejudice, but by acorrect ceastruction of 
ghe law. He declared that a vast majority of 
the people of the south were earnest in their 
desire for a -free ballot and a fair count, 
Ender the banetul influence of machine poli- 
tics that majority was’not always felt, but it 
was there, and would assert itself. Mr. Car- 
lisie, of Kentucky, replied to Mr. Robeson’s 
wpeech,’ deciaring the principle laid 
Juwn by that gentleman, that the house had 
the inherent right to override state laws and 
the decisions of state courts, to be the very 
definition of arbitrary power. Uader noother 
principle, however, could the centestant be 
admitted to a seat on this fluor. Going then 
into a minute review of the facets of the case, 
as set forth in the report of the elections-com- 
mittee, he argued in support of the claims of 
the sitting member. Mr. Calkins, of Indiana, 
demanded the previous question, but before a 
vote could be taken the house adjourned. 

A DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS.

The stalwarts have freely declared their in- 
tention to oust Dibbell, Richardson, and Till- 
man, o¥South Carolina, after they send Chal- 
mers home. They have raised the war cry. 
Campaign material is needed tor next fall. to 
counteract the result of the Chinese veto and 
other party mishaps. 

A DULL SENATE. 

The senate has jogged along the past week 
in a series of sessions unusually dull, even in 
that prosaic body. Many of the big men are 
away and the mediocrity of the concern has 
been doing the balk of its 
work., Senator Voerhees is expected to 
pounce on Brewster every day. Senator But- 
ler was expected to say something on his re- 
turn from South Carclina, but his visit home 
convinced him that Brewster had done very 
valuable service to the democracy of that 
state, und he does not desire to interfere with 
it. Voorhees, however, is mad. He means 
to be heard, but seems to be cheosing his oc- 
casion very deliberately.

THE CHINESE BILL. 


Ite Passage Threagh Congress a Second Time—The 
Life-suving Service. 

WaAsHINGTON, April 28.—In the senate, Mr. 
Butler called up the senate bill appropriating 
$150,000 to continue the lamprovement at 
Charleston harbor. Passed. Mr. Conger sub- 
mitted the conference report on the life-say- 
ing service bill Hesaid that, with a few ex- 
ceptions, the stations provided for in the sen- 
ate had been retained. The stations stricken 
out were the fellowing: One = at or 
near Fort Morgan, Mobile hay, and one 
at or near Cape CanavreL Instead of three on 
the Florida coast, but two stations are 
authorized, and a like chanye is made con- 
cerning the South Carolina coast, the two sta- 
tions there to be located at er near Georgetown 
and Charleston. The senate provisions for the 
payment of wages te surfmen laboring under 
disability, and to their wives and families in 
case of their death, and requiring the ap- 
pointment of assistant superintendents and 
keepers, as well as surfmen, without 
reference to their polities, were acceded to by 
the house. Mr. Morgan protested against the 
striking out of Mobile bay station, and after 
a statement by Mr. MePnherson of the 
reasons for the action of the conference, the 
report was adopted. The house bill appro- 
priating $50,000 to continue the work at Hell 
Gate, New York, was reported from the com- 
merce committee and passed. The house bill 
fixing the time for holding elections in West 
Virginia, was also reported favorably and 
passed. 

THE POLITICAL DISABILITIES BILL. 


The political disabilities bill came wp as 
the first in order on the calendar, and after a 
rambling discussion upon whether. the dis- 
cussion should oceed during the time 
reserved for the calendar, the pending ques- 
tion was stated to be upon a metion to refer 
the bill to the judiciary committee. Debate 
on the bill itself was then continued, but the 
sabject went over without action. 

THE ANTI-CHINESE BILL. 


The anti-Chinese bill came up as unfinished 
business, the question being upon concurring 
in the amendment striking out the fifteenth 
section, Which construes the words “Chinese 
laborers’? to mean both skilied and unskilled 
laborers. A vote was taken and the amend- 
ment striking out the fifteenth section was 
lost—yeas 20, nays 25. The negative vote was 
made up of democrats, with Mr. Miller, of 
California, Jones of Nevada, Chilcott and 
Cameron, of Wisconsin. Mr. Davis, of Illi- 
nois, voted aye with the republicans. Several 
amendments were offered looking to a modi- 
fication of the fourteenth and fifteenth sec- 
tions, but all were voted down, and the bill 
finally passed substantially as it came from 
the house, by a vote of 32 ayes to 15 nays. 

A REVENUE INVESTIGATION. 

Messrs. Vance, Piatt and McDill were con- 
stituted a committee of investigation into the 
affairs of the sixth election district of North 
Carolina. After an executive session the sen- 
ate adjourned till Monday, 

NOMINATIONS CONFIRMED.

HANGED FOR ARSON: 


THREE NEGRO INCENDIARIES PAY 
THE DREAD PENALTY. 


The Cu]minativn of a Carolina Crime on the Gallows 
—An Accomplice Sent to Prison for Life—A Visit 
to the Cell of the Condemned Men-—The 
Final Scene Enac’ed on the Gallows. 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 
GREENVILLE, 8. C., April 28. -The hanging 
of the three negro incendiaries here to-day 
was the most interesting triple execution 
ever conducted in South Carolina. 
iff proved himself a most skillful execution- 
er, and his adroit and artistic manipulation 
of the rope elicited the commendation of all 
present. The three victims were Richard 
Bales. Pleasant Adams and Joseph Barton.

IN THE CELL. 
Early this morning,in company with Sheriff 


clergy, 1 visited the culprits in their cells. 
They were earnestly eugaged in praying and 
singing. They were cheerful, bad slept well 
and eaten a hearty breakfast. They asser- 
verated their innocence, said they were eager 
to die and go to glory. 

TO THE GALLOWS. 

Twenty minutes before one o’clock they 
were led to the gallows which was erected in 
the yard. They ascended the steps with a 
firm mien. After the usual praying and sing- 
ing they made short speeches declaring their 
innocence and the black caps were placed over 
their heads and the spring was touched by 
the hangman. Simultaneously they bounded 
forward and downward and their necks were 
broken, In nineteen minutes they were 
dead, and ten minutes later the bodies were 
cut down. The families were allowed to taxe 
possession of the bodies. Large crowds, 
white and black, were in the streets surround- 
ing the jail, but there was no excitement and 
good order was maintained. About 300 per- 
sons, including the military delegations, were 
present. 

HISTORY OF THE CRIME, 

The crime for which these three negroes 
were hung here to-day was arson,the burning’ 
of the Greenville opera house, one of the 
hundsomest buildings in the city. Only four 
years ago the South Carolina legislature en- 
acted a law making arson a capital crime, and 
these negroes are the first victims ef this new 
law. Some eight months ago, however, a 
man who had burned a private dwelling in 
this county was lynched by the citizens. The 
perpetrators of this second incendiarism were 
five negroes, of ages ranging from sixteen to 
thirty-five years. They were well known in 
this city, and bore rather unsavory reputa- 
tions, having before been implicated in several 
minor crimes. After two trials, two appeals, 
and under the third sentence they were to- 
day successfully launched into eternity. 
At the first trial there were five defendants, 
Kletcher Maddox, Pleasant Adams, William 
Dodson, Richard Bates and Joseph Burton. 
All except Dodson, who was only sixteen 
years old, had families in Greenville. 

CONCEPTION AND MOTIVE OF THE CRIME. 

The robbery and incendiarism Were con- 
ceived on the night of December 5, . 1879, by 
two of the parties, on the 6th the other three 
being taken into the conspiracy. The plan 
agreed upon was first to rob the grocery estab- 
lishment of Messrs. Sloan & Co., situated 
with two other stures under tue opera house, 
where they were confident they cuuld secure a 
large amount of money. Between the hours 
of 2 and 3 o’ciock, on the morning of Decen- 
ber 7th, their diabolical plans were consum- 
mated, Their scheme, although suddealy 
conceived, was cunningly planned and 
daringly executed, The opera house, which 
was one of the iinest buildings of the kiad in 
the south, had recently been completed. . The 
lower floor was used for mercantile purposes, 
and on the second floor Mr. Speers and his 
family occupied sleeping apartments. Some 
of the gang suggested that the robberv should 
be dene early in the night of the 6th. but 
Maddox and Dobson insisted that itshould be 
deferred antil all the business places were 
closed and the inhabitants of the town were 
asleep, They met early—about 9 o’clock— 
and talked the matter over. They agreed to 
separate and return to their homes, where 
they were to go to bed as usual, and when 
their families were asleep to steal out and 
meet near the opera house, so that if any of 
them should be suspected they could prove 
they were at home. The programme em- 
braced another feature, which ddésclosed the 
cunning @f the five fiends. After accom- 
plishing their purpose they were to hurry 
back home and stealthily resume their beds, 
so When the alarm was sounded they would 
be aroused by their families from their 
feigned sleep. 

DEATH TO THE TRAITOR. 

This was solemnly agreed upon by all. Af- 
ter taking an eath of allegiance two or three 
Limes to invest the ceremony with additional 
solemnity, and to impress one of the band. 
Dodson, whe did not possess the entire conti- 
dence of the other four, the sable quintette of 
nocturnal bandits disbanded for a few hours 
until they could reassemble uader conditions 
favorable for the commission of the crime. 
They weat to their respective abodes and took 
their beds as usual, where they lay several 
hours, When the peals of the midnight bell, 
hanging in the opera house tower, adimunished 
them that the time for action had come. 

QUICK AND TERRIBLE WORK. 

An hour later found the tive robbers, armed 
with all the implements for burglary and 
arson, standing in the shadows of tne Stately 
edifice Which was soon to succumb to the 
flames. Videttes were stationed where they 
could sound the alarm should danger ap- 
proach. The cellar door was wrenched epen 
with a crowbar. Tle watchers were called in, 
and the five robbers and incendiaries, closing 
the door behind them, entered the cellar. 
They then made their way, without noise or 
mishap, into the storeabove. Then there was 
a generai rush for the money drawer, which, 
much to the disappointment of the robbers, 
was found to contuin less than two dollars in 
currency. Maddened at this unsatisfactory 
find, they took large bags and hastily 
tilled them with the choicest articles in 
the store, such as fine coffee, tea. tobacco. 
cutlery, canned goods, ete. After doing this 
they prepared to burn the building. Some 
Opposition was made to applying the torch, 
but this was soon overruled and the original 
plan of operations was adhered to. In ac- 
cordance with which they collected piles of 
dry wood and boxes and poured over these 
kerosene oil, thus rendering the mass highly 
inflammable. Maddox then lighted the pile, 
and the negro fiends hurried away with their 
booty. The remaining part of the well ar- 
ranged programme was carried out; they hur- 
ried off to their homes and hid their plunder, 
then slipped into bed. Shortly afterward 
they, in common with the other inhabitants 
of the town, were startled by the cry of ‘Fire!

dental, and intense excitement pervaded the 
community. Had the guilty persons been 
discovered they would surely have been lynch- 
ed near the theater of their diabolical ex- 
ploits. But nobody seemed to know anything 
about the details of the affair, and none knew 
whom to suspect. Every possible effort was 
made to ferret out the guilty edie and one 
of Pinkerton’s detectives, Mr. Curtin, was 
enlisted in the work. He began his secret in- 
vestigations early in December and continued 
his work untii February, when he ounced 
10, find- 
ing themselves caught, made full confessions, 
implicating the other three; these, however, 
when arrested, asseverated their innocence. 
But all five were locked up, after a prelini- 
nary é€xamination, to await their trial before 
the court of general sessions. 
THEIR TRIAL AND CONVICTION. | : 

When the court met here in April, 153%, 
Judge Thomson presiding, the five prisoners 
were arraigned on an indictment for arson. 
They all pleaded-‘‘not guilty” except Maddox, 
who pleaded ‘yuilty” and was immediately 
sentenced to be hanged on the 18th of June 
following. Maddox played an infamous part 
throughout, but he was the only one of the 
guilty five that escaped*punishment. At the 
request of the solicitor engaged in the case, 
Governor Hagood pardoned Maddox, so that 
he could be used by the state as a witness to 
convict the other four. The case elicited 
much public comment, and the great interest 
in the proceedings felt by the community was 
attested by the large crowds af whites and 
blacks that daily thronged the court room. 
The best legal talent was employed on both 
sides. A large number of witnesses were ex- 
amined for the prosecution, but the expecta- 
tion of a conviction rested mainly on the con- 
fessions of two of the defendants, Maddox and 
Dodson, the latter, who now recanted and 
vehemently denied any complicity in the 
burning. After much time and trouble, an 
admirable jury was empannelled. Several 
days were consumed in the trial, and finally 
the jury rendered a verdict of “guilty,’’ and 
the felons were sentenced to suffer death on 
the gallows. 

THE LAW'S DELAYS. 

The indefatigable lawyers for the defense, 
not satisfied with the result, essayed to obtain 
anew trial. The judge, however, refused the 
motion for a new trial, and an appeal was 
taken to the supreme court, where the entire 
case was heard over again. That tribunal, 
purely on some technical grounds, granted a 
second trial, and the case was remanded ‘o 
the lower court, and in April, 1831, was tried 
anew before Judge Hudson. ‘This was but a 
repetition of the firs trial, and a verdict of 
“guilty”? was promptly rendered. They were 
again condemned to die, and to-day the judg- 
ment of law was enforced, much to the grati- 
fication of the good people of this thrifty 
“mountain city.’’ I find here a unanimous 
opinion of the negroes’ guilt. Even members 
of their own race with whom I have talked 
admit the justice of their death. 


HANGED TO AN OAK, 


A Boston Ravisher Meets His Deserts at the Hands of 
a Mob. 

3aston, April 28.—A special to the Herald 
from St. Paul, Minn., reports the lynching by 
a mob at Minneapolis, at 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing, of aman who ‘yvave the name of Frank 
McManus, and who was in jail charged with 
rape upon a four-year-old daughter of J. P. 
Spear, a prominent citizen of Minneapolis. 

THE AVENGING CROWD. 

About two o’cluck a mob of sixty men bat- 
tered down the jail door with heavy timber, 
seized the sheriff, took from a cell a man who 
was supposed to be the one wanted, and 
marched him toSpears’s house, where he was 
fully identified. He was then hanged to an 
oak tree and left there. He showed no signs 
of fear, said his real name was Frank Craftly, 
und his home was in Boston; confessed his 
crime aad said he was drunk at the time.

ANALYSIS 


CHITTENDEN’S 


Shows the Presence of Over Three Grains of Arsenie 
in Jennie Cramer's Kody. 

New Haven, Conn., April 28.—Professor 
Chittenden to-day gave a statement of his 
analysis of the many different parts of Jennie 
Cramer's body, and the amount of arsenic 
yielded, showing the total amount of arsenic 
in the body to be over three grains. 

A DISPUTED POINT SETTLED. 

In the cross-exumination of Dr. Painter he 
said that in removing the clothes from the 
body of Jennie Cramer in the morgue, at 
West Haven, he noticed the pins used were 
not rusty. He was sure the deceased wore a 
chemise. [There had been some question 
about this. } 

THE UNDERTAKER’S STATEMENT, 

Undertaker Stahl, at whose store the autopsy 
on the remains was made, testified of his 
bringing the body from West Haven, and of 
his disposition of it in the basement of his 
store. The witness also told of the disinter- 
ment of the remains on January 27, for addi- 
tional medical examination and analysis. 
Witness could notrecollect that there was uny 
smell from the body when he was first prepar- 
ing it for burial, and he did not remember 
that he testified before the grand jury to a 
strong smell. He formed the opinion that the 
girl had been drowned. Before putting the 
body in the casket he placed oxalic acid on 
the face to preserve the features. 

TAKING THE BODY OUT OF THE WATER. 

Samuel L. Marsden, the next witness, testi- 
fied that he saw the body of Jennie Cramer 
in the water at 5:20 a. m., on August 6G; saw 
Ada Curtiss drawing it out of the water. He 
noticed blood coming out in jet from 
the mouth and nose and run- 
ning down into her bosom. Wit- 
ness gave a statement of what his observation 
of drowned persons had been. They are 
always bloated he said, and he had never seen 
a drowned person with hands in front of the 
body. Jennie Cramer was not bloated and 
he: eyes were closed when she was found. 
The witness was of the decided opinion’ that 
she was not drowned. 

THE POST MORTEM EXAMINATION, 

Dr. T. Mitchell Prudden, of New York 
city, testified as an expert. He performed 
the post mortem examination upon the re- 
mains of the girl said to be Jennie Cramer on 
August 8, 1881. Witness gave a thorough 
statement of the condition of the body as he 
then found it. Decay had then set in, which 
prevented him determining whether the girl 
had been violated. The lungs were wel] filled 
with air, contained. no water, and were 
healthy. He took to New York portions of 
the stomacn and other organs for examina- 
tion. He examined the lungs and windpipe to 
find out how far down the particles of sand 
had gone; tound them only in the upper 
part of the windpipe. There was no sand in 
the lungs. He He examined with a micro- 
scope a portion of the stomach’s contents to 
determine the nature of the food, and also to 
see if there could be found in it traces of any 
poison, and found none. He further exam- 
ined the wound on the lip, and found traces 
of inflammation about it. He then told of 
the exbumation of Jennie Cramer’s body,and

LAMSON’S LAST. 


MARVYWOOD ENDS THE SUBJECT OF 
INTERNATIONAL COMMENT. 
How the Prisoner Met His Death—A New Lord Lieu- 
tenant Appointed for Ireland—Slavery Charged 
to Exist in Gong Kong-—The Case of 
Evans in the Bast—Ffrench News. 


Lonpon, April 28.—Only three reporters 
were present at the hanging of Dr. Lamson, 
which took place at 9 o’clock this morning. 
The prisoner who, until the time of starting 
for the gallows, had been calm and composed, 
looked very pale and dejected, and was very 
nervous. He was supported by two wardens, 
one on either side, and was with difficulty 
able to descend the steps to the yard. He 
was met by Marwood, the executioner, at the 
foot of the steps. Lamson hardly seemed to 
appreciate what was goingon. From thesteps 
there wasa distance of about sixty yards 
to traverse to the gallows. Lamson 
was supported with difficulty fronethis poin 


nto the scaffold. He swayed backward and? 


forward. and stared wildly around him when 
placed under the noose. The chaplain, who 
appeared to be much affected, then began to 
read a portion of the burial service. Lamson, 
in the meanwhile, was supported by the two 
goalers, and his legs were strapped just be- 
fore the cap was adjusted. He cast down his 
eyes with a look of extreme despair. The 
drop was nine feet; and death was almost in- 
stantaneous. The chaplain remained by the 
gallows, repeating the Lord’s prayer. The 
body remained hanging for one hour. 

THE EXECUTION COMMENTED ON. 

The Lancet says it utterly fails to perceive 
the particular evidence demonstrating the in- 
sanity of Dr. Lamson. The News believes 
thatif Lamson had been mepperee on the 
the ground of insanity it would be impossible 
hereafter to punish any criminal who could 
show that indulgence in sedatives and narco- 
tics had weakened their physical and mental 
condition.

BELMONT’S BAD TEMPER. 


He Writes an Apology to the Committee Which is Not 
an Apolegy. 

WASHINGTON, April 28.—The following let- 
ter was sentto Chairman Williams, of the 
house committee on foreign affairs, this after- 
noon,by Representative Perry Belmont, of 
New York: 

THE LETTER. 

My Dear Sir—In the examination of yester- 
day andthe day immediately preceding, a 
provocation so gross and persistent was offered 
to me by a_ witness testifying before 
your committee, that I was led to use lan- 
guuge which, although unparliamentary, did 
properly describe his conduct and my appre- 
ciation of his character. The witness under 
examination had seen fit to criticise questions 
addressed by me on a former occasion to an- 
other witness, first, because tiie quotation 
mark appeared in the printed record of such 
quotations, the responsibility for which I dis- 
owned, calling attention at the same time to 
the fact that the form of the question nega- 
tived the idea that I was quoting from those 
dispatches; and secondly, because of 
the interpretation placed by me on 
those dispatches. These were properly miat- 
ters for argument, and the witness had every 
Opportunity to present and explain lis con- 
struction of the dispatches signed by him. 
He chose rather to insist upon a change of 
my opinion respecting the meaning of the 
dispatches, and when I declined to make a 
change, my belief being positive and well 
founded, he thought it pruper, ona public 
occasion, to use language personally offensive. 
It was my desire aud purpose yesterday to 
putanend toany further continuance of 
these personalties before the commission, and 
I therefore referred to less public treatment, 
thereby myself having been surprised into 
making a reply in the presence of the com- 
mittee, of a character such, as seems to my 
deliberate judgment, would have been else- 
where, under the circumstances, entirely 
preper, and which expresses iny opinion per- 
fectiy. Nothing further in the nature of a 
private or personal notice of the witness is re- 
quired of me. These unparliamentary per- 
sonalities should have no place on the records 
of the committee, and I cheerfully leave the 
method of dealing with them to the direction 
of your body.

BREAKERS AHEAD. 


The Lack of Republican Leadership in the House — 
Coming Trouble. 
Special to the Philadelphia Evening Bulletin. 

Wasuineton April 26.—It begins to look as 
though the republicans of the house, or at 
least those who pretend to direct the course 
of the party, are going to encounter breakers 
very soon. The lack of leadership in the 
house has not been more strikingly felt than 
during the past few days, when enough re- 
publican members were found drifting along 
with the democrats to prevent action on the 
contested election cases. Unless something 
is done pretty soom to remedy matters, the 
signs portenda storm within the party, which 
will not tend to make the sailing any smooth- 
er during the rest of the session. . 

The southern republican members are be- 
coming restless under the policy of apathy 
pursued by their northern colleagues in re- 
gard to the disposal uf the contested election 
cases, and are beginning to manifest their dis- 
satisfaction in a very open manner. Some 
very sharp language has been used by these 
southern men as the result of the refusal of 
the house yesterday to consider the Lynch- 
Chalmers case, and one of the most prominent 
of the members told a leading republican 
from the north, whose devotion to Speaker 
Keifer excites surprise, that unless the repub- 
licans stopped fooling away their time, and 
got down to work and disposed of some of the 
pending election cases, that the republicans 
could not hope to carry a half-dozen congress- 
ional districts in the south at the election next 
autumn. The southern members feel that it 
is idle to go into a canvass and attempt to 
carry districts when the house of representa- 
tives, with a clear republican majority, does 
not attempt to oust the democrats who ac- 
quired their seats by fraud, and install the 
republicans who were legally elected, but 
cheated out of their seats. 

The southern members are disheartened, 
and.some of them are disposed to throw the 
whole responsibility for the failure to go 
ahead and dispose of the pending cases upon 
Speaker Keifer, who does notseem capable of 
directing the course of his associates. Of the 
half dozen self-assumed leaders not one seems 
to have the confidence of the house, conse- 
quently matters are, so far as the republicans 
are concerned, ‘‘all at sea,’’ with no men at 
the helm,

THD ORGANIZATION. 

Hon. J. C. Houk was made tén.porary 
chaifman, In the course of his speech he de- 
clared Tennessee to have been first a whig 
then a republican, but never a democratic 
state. Her participation in secession was’ 
involuntary, and due _ sole) to mili- 
lary force. Tne republican patty 
was committed to the policy of pro- 
tection, and protection would carry the day 
in Tennessee. Subsequently Mr. Roderick R. 
Butler was made permanent chairman and 
declared, in his speech, that he had assur- 
ances from the state credit democrats that 
they would support the republican nominee. 
This statemént was greeted with applause. 
Hon. Horace Maynard was present, and made 
it bis duty to speak every few minutes. The 
Shelby delegation was refused admittance, 
owing to its doubtful state credit record. 

THE PLATFORM.

accorded American manufacturers; that edu 
cation shoutd he fostered by the state to the 
fullest extent; that the national government 
should take charge of the river improvement 
schemes; that Governor Hawkins’s adminis- 
tration was deserving of approval; and that 
the death of the late President Garfield was 
to be deplored. The platform was adopted, 
Governor Hawkins was renominated, and the 
convention adjourned.

CARROLLTON, April 27.—On last Tuesday 
evening John W. Stewart, one of our wealthi- 
est and most prominent merchants, was 
stricken down with paralysis and has been 
lying in an unconscious condition ever since.

Your correspondent has visited the jail several 
times during the last eight or ten days, and 
conversed freely with the two condemned 
men, Moon and Hanvey. Moon still says that 
he is prepared to go and has no fears in regard 
to his future welfare and happiness, and the 
main thing he seems to regard is the igno- 
minious death of the gallows. Hanvey does 
not seem to be so sanguine about his future 
state, but has been more quiet and serious 
since sentence of death has been passed on 
him. 

The cell in which these two condemned 
men are kept isin aneat and cleanly condi- 
tion, and they speak in the highest terms of 
the kindness and attention shown them by 
Sheriff Hewit and his cleverdeputy, Mr. John 
N. Skipper. The following is a short commu- 
nication from James KE. Hanvey, addressed to 
the Revs.

A REMINISCENCE OF SOME CAMP- 
BELL COUNTY WORTHIES. 


The Quaint and Picturesque Village of Cambeliton on 
the Chattahoochee Thirty Years Ago—A Society 
Event—Judge KR. C. Beavers—General 
Austell—Colonel T. A. Latham. 


From the Fairburn, Ga., News-Letter. 

A quaint and picturesque looking vil lage— 
the houses odd and old—the little red, old- 
fashioned court house standing like a sentinel 
on some ancient castle, gaunt and spectre- 
like without and grim and ghostly within— 
on the summit of ared and time washed and 
wasted hiil, whose base is lashed by the seeth- 
ing, surging waves of the grandly rolling, or 
kissed by the gentle ripples of the smoothly 
flowing Chattahoochee—sits, like an owl 
perched upon the trunk of a decaying pine, 
the once proud and prosperous, but now 
quaint and quiet little town of Campbellton, 
the first county site of Campbell county. 

THIRTY YEARS AGO. 
Thirty years ago Campbellton was one of the 
most fashionable and aristocratic little towns 
in Georgia—one where wealth prevailed to a 
great extent, fashion ruled, and the social 
scale was pitched on a high plane. Her citi- 
gens were high-strung and aristocratic; but 
with all this, wealth was not the only pass- 
port to good society, and brain and energy, 
morals and respectabilfty were considered 
with regard to their true value; and rich and 
poor, prince and peasant, combined in a social 
element the standard of which was not 
reached by many southern towns. 
SOCIETY. 

It can readiiv be realized, then, that a so- 
ciety composed of the wealth, the intellect 
and beauty of the town was not one likely 
to forego the social pleasures of life; and 
many were the hops, tea parties and elegant 
dinners given and enjoyed by the youth and 
beauty, the wit and wisdom of Campbellton. 
Many of our older citizens wiil recall, with a 
thrill of pleasure, the good old ante-bellum 
days, when they, then in their joyous youth, 
met and mingled in social intercourse, in 
the festive dance—when heart went out to 
heart in a tlow of mirth, of sympathy, and of 
love! Or when they gathered in the gloam- 
ing and told their tales of love, vowed ever- 
lasting fidelity to their hearts’ idols, and 
painted in their fancy a bright and happy fu- 
ture, giving themeelves up to the ecstacy of 
the moment, and dreaming not of the changes 
the march of time and the rayagts of war 
would work in their lives and their homes. 
And when their memory reverts tothose hap- 
py scenes of the past, they can but exclaim: 
“QO, tempora! O, mores!’’

Of the nine gentlemen named in the com- 
mittees—all of whom were then or afterwards 
became prominent citizens only ‘three are 
now living. They are: 

Ist. Judge Reuben C. 
efficient ordinary of Campbell county, who 
was elected to that position in 1556, having 
previously served a considerable time as one 
of the judges of the inferior court, which 
court, up to 1852, conducted the business now 
transacted by the ordinary. Judge Beavers 
has thus been in office continuously for twen- 
ty-six years and has ever discharged his du- 
ties with ability and in that high minded, 
honest and straightforward manner which 
has long been a characteristic of the man. 

2d. Wm. J. Garrett, who is now a_ popular 
and prosperous wholesale grocery merchant 
in Atlanta. He is an upright, honorable 
man, and highly esteemed by all who know 
him. 

3. Joseph B. Camp, whonow livesin Arizona. 
Mr. Camp was for a long time a pepular citi- 
zen of this county, and was her first ordinary, 
serving trom 1852 to 1856. 

The remaining six are dead, 

GENULRAL AUSTELL. 

General Alfred Austell came to this county 
a poor boy, with nothing but his indomitable 
will, energy, perseverance and business tact, 
but possessing these in arare degree. With 
these as his stock in trade, he accumulated 
wealth rapidly, and died in Atlanta last year 
possessed of immense riches. He was presi- 
dent of the First National bank from its es- 
tablishment to the time of his death. 

Colonel Thomas A. Latham was a lawyer of 
rare ability, an honorable gentleman and a 
good citizen. During his life he represented 
his county in the legislature and his district 
in the state senate. Colonel Latham died in 
1862. His sons are now among our most use- 
ful citizens. 

Major James M. Cantrell was for atime a 
iienchan' in Campbellton, doing business in 
partnership with Mr. Garrett. He afterwards 
went to ‘arming, and was for a long time one 
of Campbell’s most prominent and progressive 
farmers... Major Cantrell was a tia satya (as 
was also Thomas C. Glover) to the secession 
convention; he also served for a time as county 
treasurer. He diéd in 1867, from the effects 
of an injury received by being thrown from a 
buggy by a runaway horse. Major Cantrell’s 
widow is now the honored wife of Mr. S. W. 
Reynolds, of Fairburn. 

William M. Butt was killed at the second 
battle of Manassas in 1862. He was captain 
of Company A, 2lst Georgia regiment, suc- 
ceeding Captain Glover. He was an honest 
man, a true patriot and a good soldier. 

Henry A. Green was killed under the forts 
at Washington in 1864. He lived the life of 
anoble man, and died the death of a brave 
soldier. Could aught more be said in his 
praise. 

Dr. Thomas C, Glover left Campbellton. as 
captain of the company aftewards com- 
manded by Captain Butt—the famous ‘‘Glovy- 
er’s company’’—the mere mention of which 
thrills with patriotic emotions the hearts of 
many citizens of Campbell to-day. A com- 
pany of braver men ne’er drew batile blade in 
defense of their homes and a cause they held 
dear. Captain Glover was afterwarts promo- 

1oted to lieutenant-colonel. He received a 
round at Winchester, Va., from the effectsof 
which he died in 1864. 
Thus we are passing away.

GRANT AND GOFF, 


Details of an Electric Light Company's Swindle En- 
tangliag Fred Grant.. 


Boston, April 22.—About a year ago, when 
the electric light fever was at its height, there 
was flashed upon some unsophisticated and 
confiding business men of Boston the organi- 
gation known as the American electric light 
company of Massachusetts. The claim was 
made and generally believed that inventions 
owned by this company were superior to any- 
thing else existing. It pretended to have 
overcome all difficulties in both the incande- 
scent and are systems, and there was a grand 
excitement and visionary millions all around. 
Pending organization of the company head- 
quarters were taken in Pemberton square, of: 
fice Of General Butler, and that eminent 
statesman and distinguished lawyer was se- 
cured to give an opinion favorable to the 
patent held by this company. An effort was 
made to obtain a special charter from the 
legislature, but failingin this, organization 
was effected under the general laws of the 
state, 


COLONEL FRED D. GRANT, 
With the prestige of his father’s fame, was 
selected for president, and Edward H. Goff, 
an obscure railroad agent, lately come to 
Boston, was made the vice-president. Alder- 
man Cyrus H. Haldeman was made general 
manager. The other chiet officers were: Ed- 
ward H. Hastings, secretary; Eugene M. Her- 
sey, treasurer, and John 8S. Fogg, of the well- 
known banking firm of Fogg Bros. & Co., of 
this city, Was also given a place on the di- 
rectory. Efforts were made to obtain the 
presence of several other well known capital- 
ists and business men in the company, but 
they were unsuccessful. 

General A. P. Collins, president of the 
American land league, was seduced into the 
scheme to the extent of allowing his name to 
appear as a socicitor for the company. 

When all arrangements were completed 
there was a big spead in the way of advertis- 
ing and the city was persuaded to give the 
light a trial in the city hall. Of course stock 
sold treely, and 

BOSTON WAS CRAZY 
over What was supposed to be a big bonanza. 
The tact that Colonel Fred Grant was at the 
head of the scheme did the business. During 
the last few days, however, developments 
have transpired which, it is said, show the 
scheme to have been a swindle from begin- 
ingtoend. This much is acknowledged by 
ali the Boston men who have been named, as 
well as by ex-Congressman Bradley Barton, of 
Vermont, Who was also roped into the ring. 
In confessing to the swindle, these seekers for 
wealth plead that they were ignorant of the 
character ot the New Yorkers and that them- 
selves Were victims rather than parties to the 
swindle. They are particularly severe in their 
condemnation of Grant, and also of Bill Me- 
Mahon and young Ned Fox of New York. 
The two latter were old cronies of Edison, and 
Fox, who has had some experience in jour- 
nalism as well as electric matters, was the 
man who did more than any pther to give the 
Menlo Park man the fame which he now en- 
joys. The air of injured innocence which 
these Bostonians assume, now that the bubble 
has been picked, will answer until some in- 
teresting tacts are developed, which are prom- 
ised during the coming twenty-four hours, 
The amount of the swindle is variously esti- 
mated at from $80,000 to $100,000. : 
A NEW YORK VERSION, 

From the New York Sun. 

A director of the American electric light 
company of New York-said yesterday: 

‘The failure of the American electric light 
company of Massachusetts, which claimed to 
be a branch of our company here in New 
York, is due to the action of Edward H. Goff. 
who attempted to buy what he couldn’t pay 
fur. He came to us last December and repre- 
sented that he had a number of people well 
known among Boston financial men with him, 
and wanted the license for Massachusetts. 
Among others he mentioned Special Sub- 
Treasury Agent Bingham, Mr. W. C. Hall, 
and Henry Hastings. The list of names was 
so sirung that he made a favorable impression, 
though we knew nothing of Goff-himself. He 
asked Colonel Grant, who is a director in the 
company here, to act as president of the Bos- 
ton company for one day, xo that they could 
organize speedily. 

Colonel Grant allowed his name to be used 
thus for one meeting. Then he wrote and 
formally withdrew. No notice was taken of 
his resignation, and Mr. Goff kept up the idea 
that he was stillin. It was noticed that Mr. 
Goff was publishing advertisements in the 
papers, which would tend to give a false im- 

ression. of the standing of the concern. 

hen some payments came due, and he failed 
to meet them. After this we discovered that 
he had no authority to give us the responsi- 
ble names he had given us. Fortwo months 
we were pestered with letters from him, most 
of which | threw into the waste basket. 
Colonel Grant refused to have anything to do 
with him, and wrote several times for an 
official acceptance of his resignation. His 
protest had no effect. 

“The parent company here is flourishing. 
Its president is Mr. E. W. Andrews, and the 
board of trustees.is Thomas C. Platt, William 
Windom, Colonel Fred Grant,8. F. Moriarty, 
and H. R. Garden. The effect of the failure 
in Boston will be prejudicial] to our interests, 
but as Mr. Goff, who failed a short time ago 
in another business, is well known there, the 
prejudicial effect may be iight. We are in- 
formed that he sold what purported to be 


_ stock of our company, and if so, he will be 


prosecuted for it. The genuine stock is de- 
posited with the Union trust company here 
in New York, and Colonel Grant has never 
signed a certificate of it away to Goff.”’ 
Boston, April 27.—Vice-President Goff says 
that it was at the solicitation of Colonel Fred. 
Grant, Jesse Grant and Director Stephen F. 
Moriarty that he was induced, and induced 
his friends, to go into the company. It was 
pointed out to him that firms of such stand- 
ing as George William Ballou & Co. and Kid- 
die, Peabody & Co. were anxious to get the 
rights for New England. The Grants cameon 


. here, he says, to continue their solicitations. 


William McMahon, George Crosby and E. M. 
Foxwell, of New York, stockholders in the 
New York company, represented that General 
(irantand his sons, Senator Windom and 
Senator Platt were large stockholders in it. 
McMahon intimated that Jay Gould was the 
financial backer of the New York company. 

Wm. McMahon said to-night that be was 
not disposed to settle the matter through the 
medium of the press, but rather in the courts 
of justice. In his opinion great wrongs and 
glaring frauds had been committed, and the 
evidence which would be forthcoming would 
show that those frauds were confined exclu- 
sively to the parties who had been so out- 
spoken in denuuncing others. 

Mr. McMahon is known to have stated last 
night that he came on here from New York 
to see What had become of some $70,000 worth 
of stock unaccounted for. 

On the other hand, Mr. Goff reiterates the 
Statement that the 1,000 shares of treasury 
stock are intact, and that the New York com- 
pany can have it whenever they want it. 

In answer to statements of the managers of 
the Boston company, the New York backers 
of the company, Messrs. D. M. Fox, Geo. 
Crosby, Stephen Moriarty, Wm. McMahon 
and others make counter charges of fraud in 
the management and sales of stock on the 
part of the Boston officers. Legal complica- 
tions, perhaps, in a cri.winal court will ensue.

Although our late minister here, 
Mr. Hulbut, got us into a fine entangle- 
ment, affairs in Chili are even worse. Mr. 
Kilpatrick’s wife and family had charge of.

MR. TRESCOT’S FOOL’S ERRAND, 

We have felt greatly humilitated at the 
way the mission of Messrs. Trescot and Blaine 
has been turned into a fool’s errand, for we 
fel at the commencement that Mr. Blaine’s 
foreign policy would be carried out, that for 
once our government would not back down, 
and that, though there would be no war, we 
should at least have it resultin giving usa 
navy, and no one can understand this griev- 
ousneed like American citizens in foreign 
lands. We have had the greatest confidence 
in Mr. Trescot’s purpose and ability, but he 
has been snubbed on every hand. We know 
now that his instructions from*time to time 
have been telegraphed tothe Chilians from 
Washington, while they have come to him 
by mail,’ and as a result, when he has 
clung to a former text, the Chilians laugh at 
himand say, “Oh no! You cannot mean 
that. Wait for further instructions from 
your government! We know what you are 
to do!”’ 

The Chilians were greatly amused at seeing 
Mr. Trescot’s original and further instruc- 
tions published in all the papers, and he was 
greatly astonished, for he had been promised 
that they should be kept secret. We all feel 
that the course of the home government has 
been an exceedingly silly one, and that our 
present position is very humiliating. It 
stands thus: We offer our services to Chili in 
case she will accept them; but Chili haughtily 
says she willaccept them on her own condlL- 
tions and contemptuously adds, ‘‘Unless you 
accede to all we demand you can go to the 
devil with your good offices.’’ -And the rep- 
resentatives of the great powers here stand 
grimly by and smile.

THe Greenville hanging yesterday is notable 
as being the first instance of capital punish- 
ment for arson in South Carolina.

UNRIPE AND STALE VEGETABLES. 

A leading physician discoursed with the 
writer yesterday on the severe sickness that 
prostrates so many of the people of Atlanta in 
the spring of every year. He said that for 
ten years, beginning about the middle of 
‘April, there was asmall epidemic of dysen- 
tery, that occasionally took a typhoid form, 
and was always troublesome and dangerous. 
He had noted the steady_increase of this 
trouble season after season until it has become 


a serious matter. 


Of course the cause of the trouble is the 
indiscriminate eating of stale and unripe 
fruit and vegetables. It is the commonest 
thing to see on the stand and at the grocery 
stores truck that is wilted, shrivelled and im- 


-mature—berries that are sickly and green. 


These are sent out on order---the housekeeper 
to whom they go never sees them until they 
come on the table—and sickness in the fam- 
ily is the result. There is nothing healthier 
than fruit and vegetables when they are ripe 
and tresh. But there is nothing more certain 
to produce disease than the same things when 
they are not ripeand fresh. As to the dys- 
entery itself, several cases have been*fatal in 
the past few years. It’yields easily to control 
if the physician is called in upon the first 
symptoms. A very short delay, however, 
makes a very serious difference. So, if you 
will eat vegetables that ought not to be eaten, 
be sure to have your physician within call. 


THE COLORED CAUCUS. 

According to all accounts, the colored caucus 
called by Jeff Long to meet in Macon Thurs- 
day, was nota very harmonious body. There 
were three hundred and forty-six delegates 
on hand, and at least three. hundred and 
forty-five of these appeared to have irrecon- 
cilable differences of opinion upon every con 
ceivable subject. Long made an address in 
which he spoke fervently in favor of the coa- 
lition, the principal aim of which, he said, was 
to ‘‘disenthrall’”’ the voters of Georgia and the 
south generally. | 

The general tenor of this address, where 
reference is made to the _ coalition, 
shows that the independent colonels 
have been holding caucuses elsewhere 
than in the Markham house. _Long gave it as 
his opinion that the best way to aid the coali- 
tion is for the colored people to perfect their 
organization and make a ‘‘compact”’ with the 
independents. This, as a matter of course, is 
the end and aim of the colonels of the coali- 
tion, and if they have convinced Jeff that this 
is the proper course for the negroes to pursue, 
it may be assumed that there have been sev- 
eral closet scenes enacted upon the small stage 
of independentism since the cold tea banquet 
at the Markham house.

EMERSON. 

The multitude which was touched and 
grieved at the death of Longfellow will not 
be seriously moved by the announcement of 
the death of Emerson. Itis to be doubted 
whether the comparatively small but rapidly 
growing circle of readers who were proud to 
call him master will be profoundly grieved. 
It was not the sympathies nor the sentiments 
of the man which brought them to the per- 
sonality of Emerson, but the essence of intel- 
lectuality, the results of serene meditation 
which accepted doubt as a part of truth and 
pursued its way unflinchingly—its wildest 
moods, having in some degree a. suggestion of 
repose. The Emerson that cultured people 
admire was not in Concord at all, but in the 
preachments that went forth from Concord 
over all the world. 

In addition to people who enjoy the teach- 
ings of Emerson at their full worth, his books 
have produced two distinct classes of intel- 
lectual idiots—those who pretend they-can’t 
understand him, and those who profess to find 
a hidden, mystical meaning in all his utter- 
ances. Fired somewhat with that peculiar 
quality of humor which is the handmaid of 
all wisdom, Emerson allowed these people to 
fool themselves to the top of their bent, and. 
at times, even gave them an excuse for their 
attitude. 

Making due aHowance for these characteris- 
tic results of an original mind, it is not too 
much to say that few writers have lived who 
have had a greater influence upon the 
thought and culture of their time 
than Emerson. He has influenced 
those who know nothing of 
his writings. The secret of his power is the 
genius which enables him to idealize every 
mood and suggestion growing out of the 
homeliest relations of life. Intermixed with 
these idealizations are new and enterprising 
restatements of truths from the old philoso- 
phers. Genius may be always modern, but 
the genius which modernizes is worthy of in- 
stant attention. Emerson, as Grimm puts it, 
“regards the world with afresh vision,’? and 
this is the secret. Furcher, “he presents fa- 
“‘miliar facts, but he presents them in new 
“lights and combinations.” 


THE INDIAN WAR. 

Asthe accounts come more and 
light, it is evident that the cause of the Indian 
outburst is the old story. 

About a year ago extensive deposits of coal 
were discovered in the San Carlos or White 
mountain Jndian reservation in Arizona. 
The Indians became alarmed as miners and 
prospecters poured into their country, and it 
was with some difficulty that the reservation 
was cleared of intruders. Various attempts 
were made by outsiders to secure control of 
those coal deposits, and at last the agent se- 
cured of the Ipdians consent to the execution 
of alease which places in the hands of one 
man for fifty years, for a cash royalty, all coal 
or other mineral lands in thereservation. The 
interiordepartment promptly disapproved this 
ease. It was proposed next to remove the 
Indians, but they objected. Within ten years 
their reservation has been reduced in size five 
times, and its present area embraces about 
2,500,000 acres, but only about 16,000 acres are 
tillable. There are on the reservation 4,578 
Apaches, including the Chiracuhas, who are 
now on the war path. It is not difficult to 
infer from the account given by the depart- 
ment that the outbreak, which has caused the 
loss of several lives, was the result indirectly 
of the effort made to get possession of the coal 
and drive the Indians to some other place. 
It was proposed to remove them to the Indian 
territory. The head men of the tribe an- 
swered that the women and children and old 
men might be removed by force, but that the 
young and middle-aged vucks would never go. 

In other words all this hullabaloo about red 
fiends comes as it did last year, and as already 
hinted in this column, from the aggression of 
the whites on the Indian _ reservation. 
With our brand new western secretary and 
his golden medium policy of taking away the 
Indians, weapons something ought to be done 
in the way of suppressing these outbreaks in 
future, after this one is settled; but it is de- 
cidedly doubtfulif it ever can be done so 
long as treaties are constantly broken down 
and overridden.

Itis a matter of profound regret that there are so 
many newspaper men in Georgia who utterly fail to 
see any good thingin a man whom they chance, 
for some reason or other, to dislike.

Where the reason is man- 
ifest for such charges, we believe they should be 
made and strictured too, but where they are made 
upon groundless suspicions they always rebound 
upon the head of their author. 


A SUGGESTION AS TO THE STATE CON- 
VENTION. 

The Hon. L. F. Garrard, of Muscogee, in reply to 
a letter requesting it, furnishes the folowing views 
on the democratic state conveution: 

Co.umBus, Ga., April 11, 1882.—Editors Constita- 
tion: The alleged causes of independentism in 
Georgia, asI understand them, are that nomina- 
tions are made by caucuses,cliques and rings which 
do not properly represent the people for whom they 
claim to act. 

I believe this charge is often made without reason, 
and at other times. on very slight and trivial 
grounds, and sometimes, perhaps, sincerely with 
good reason. 

Butitisa serious charge against the democracy 
of the state of Georgia, and whether true or not de- 
serves consideration when it is urged by gentlemen 
who claim to be true democrats. 

The question that naturaily arises is: Cana be.ter 
system be adepted which will remove this cause of 
complaint? It isa maxim of law that ‘‘when the 
reason ceases the law ceases,’’ and it is presumable 
that when the cause of complaint is removed, the 


complaint will cease,and the main ground and 
argument of the independents will be removed. 
What I would propose is this: That the state execu- 
tive committee Meet and considerthe question of 
apportioning delegates aud fixing a basis of repre- 
sentation for the several counties in the statein the 
nominating ¢ouveniion. Let the executive commit- 
tee take the returns of some general election, in 
which a democratic and_republican were voted for, 
and find eut how many votes were cast for thedem 
ocratic candidate in each county, and then appor- 
tion to each county, on the basis of democratic 
voters, the number of delegates to which 1t is enti- 
tled, say one delegate to every twoor three bun- 
dred voters and fractions thereof, over half the 
number so fixed. This would be fair and exact 
justice, and nobody could complain. 

The basis of representation in conventions now 
is two delegates for every member of the house of 
representatives to which a county is entitled by 
law. Now, no county can have less than one rep- 
resentative, however small said county may be, and 
none over three, however large they may be. 
Therefore the small county is now entitled to two 
delegates; though it may not poll over four hundred 
democratic votes, while the largestcounty is entitled 
to six delegates, though it may poll four thousand 
democratic votes, and it may on the other hand 
happen that the large county may be largely repub- 
lican, and the small county may be largely demo- 
cratic: therefore i say the true basis of representa 
tion ina democratic convention should be the num- 
ber of democratic votes in each county. 

When a convention is assembied we may see the 
spectacle of a delegate representing two hundred 
yotes, cancelling by his yote the vote of a delegate 
representing six hundred and sixty-six votes, nus 
it might happen that a minority in a conveution 
might be so constituted as to represent a large ma- 
jority of the democratic voters. 

This is wrong, and if possible ought to be reme- 
died. The old antidote for this evil was the two- 
third rule, but the inclination seems to be to abol- 
ish this rule, and if itis tobe done away with, the 
basis of representation should certainly be changed. 

One great advantage to be gained by making the 
number of democratic voters,ibe basis of represent- 
ation, is that, evenin an election, where there was 
no opposing candidate the strength of the a 
would be polled, for every democrat would feel that 
it was his duty to maintain or increase the repre- 
sentation of hiscounty, aud this would prevent the 
danger of an opposing candidate being quietly 
brought out a few days before an election 
with a view of surprising the party. 

Another alleged grievance is the improper use of 
‘*proxies.’’ Now, if the ballot is for a particular 
man, or set of men, no oueof them hasa right to 
assign, as he would an old stock of goods, his right 
to represent freemen to some other person who 
may, or who may not carry out their wishes, and 
perhaps may not even live inthe same county or 
feel any accountability to the people so represented. 

if more than one dejegate is selected by a county 
let those who ure actually presentin the conven- 
tion castthe votes of the county. he counties 
could select alternates, and in this way insure be- 
ing represented by some one that they actually se- 
lected. 

I would further suggest that the executive com- 
mittee name a day for the democrats of each county 
to select delegates in order that each county might 
act without outside iniluence, and the general re- 
sult would be known at once, and not heve an agi- 
tation kept up throughout the state fora month or 
six weeks. 

The question of whether the counties would 
nominate by a mass-meeting or by a primary ballot, 
I would leaye to the wisdom of the people of each 
county to determine for themselves, tor my observa- 
tion has been that the people are pretty well able 
to take care of themselves, 

If public sentiment ina county desired a pri- 
mary election for delegatés, the democrats of that 
county could easily have a meeting before the day 
named by the executive committee and determine 
the mode and manner of holding the same. 

By having the delegates all sciected on the same 
day it will prevent the charge being made that po 
litical tramps go from cuuntry to country to fix up 
the primaries, and as it may now happen wheu 
néarly all of the counties have acted, it will not be 
possible for the charge to be made that the “visiting 
sStatesmen’’ were ‘‘swarmed in’’ to carry the few 
remaining counties that may bold the balance of 
power. 

Ido not admit the trath of these charges, but 
so nae ay ag so easy, I do say “avoid the appearance 
of evil. 

These are mere suggestions that I throw out, te be 
acted on or not, as the wisdom of the party may 
dictate, if they are not thought wortby of consider- 
ation. Ishali conclude that perhaps I have com- 
mitted aa error in conceiviug them. At any rate I 
shall not set my opinion up as infallible and con- 
clude that the baiance of the party are wrong, and 
I do not believe that any appeal to the young men 
of Georgia can lead them away from a party that 
has redeemed the staté from worse than Egyptian 
‘darkness, aud in whuse hands it will certainly be 
safer than any heterogeneous mass that can be col- 
lected to secure the state and federal offices. 

The democratic party in Georgia is a great party, 
aud has been the party of progress, under the rule 
of which Georgia has obtained and maiutained a 
front rank in the s sterhood of states, and if it ever 
falls, and God grant that it may not,it will fall 
from itsown weight, and the insidious designs of 
men who prefer office to the public welfare. 

I believe thatif propcr steps are taken, and safe- 

rds are thrown around it, that it can and will 
ive in Georgia and that the tempting ban- 
bles in the shape. of federal offices 
may serve capture a men 
but not the masses. 

Let us show to the world a party that will attack 
Wrong iu its own midst as quickly as if discovered 
in ali enemy's camp, and that wil 
need be, and preset a solid, organized 
will be invincible.

THE OCTOBER ELECTION BUSINESS. 
Special to the Enquirer. 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—Upon inquiry of Senator 
Voorhees this morning in regard to local affairs in 
Indiana, he responded as follows: 

“You ask me whether the recent amendment to 
the constitution of Indiana—by which the general 
elections in that state are made to take place bien- 
nially in November, instead of October as heretofor 
~—will have any bearing on the app | , 
tion next November. I think,”’ said the senator, 
“it will have one very important effect. The last 
legislature of Indiana, with a view to carrying out 
that amendment, passed ‘an act’! elec- 
tions,’ the first section of which is as follows: 

““*That a general election shall be held on the 
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first Tuesday after. the first Monday in Novembe 
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.in the year one thousand eight hundred and eighty- ) 


‘two, and biennially thereafter on the same day at 


which election all existing vacancies in offices and 
all offices the terms of which will expire before the 
next general election thereafter shall be filled, 
unless otherwise provided for by law.’ 

“It is plain at a glance that, under this act, any 
office in Indiana the term or which will expire,be- 
fore the general election provided for in Novem- 
ber, 1884, must be filled at the election in Novem- 
ber, 1882. This fact does not admit of argument, 


asitseems to me. Then turning tosection three, 
article four, of the constitution of Indiana, on the 
subject of the election of members of the general 
assembly of the state, we find that senators shail 
be elected for the term of ¥ re years, and repre- 
sentatives for the term of two years from the day 
next after the general election.’’ The remaining 
provisions of this section make ne change in the 
time during which senators or representatives in 
the assembly shall hold their offices, 

“The general assembly of Inciana is composed of 
fifty senators and one hunred representatives. Of 
the fifty senators, twenty-five were elected on the 
second Tuesday of Octover, 1878, to hola four years 
from the day next after their election, according 
to the terms of the constitution. The other twenty- 
five senators were elected on the second Tuesday of 
October, 1880, to hold for the same length of time. 
It will be seen, therefore, that the senators elected 
in 1878 will go out of office in October, 1882, and 
that those elected in 1880 will go out in October, 
1884—before the election provided in the act I have 
cited to take place on the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in November of that year. I repeat; 
The term of office of every senator holding over, as 
we say in Indiana, will expire betore the general 
election of November, 1884. The result is inevita- 
ble. Their successors will have to be elected at our 
next general election, ‘on the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday in November, 1882.’ Of course 
the successors of the senators elected in 1878 will be 
chosen at our next general election. The result, 
therefore, of the recentamendment, and of the act 
of April 21, 1881, ‘concerning elections,’ will be to 
bring on the election of the entire senate of the 
general assembly of Indiana this coming fall, No- 
vember, 1882. This conclusion, to my mind, is as 

lain as day. Itis made still clearer, if possible, 
vy looking to section 3 of article 4 of our state con- 
stitution. It reads as follows: 

‘* ‘Whenever it is provided in this constitution, or 
in any law which may be hereafter passed, that any 
officer other than a member of the general assem- 
bly, shall hold his office for any given term, the 
same shall be construed to mean that such officer 
shall hold his office for such term; ard until such 
successor shall have been elected and qualified.’ 

‘‘It will be seen’ bere that a member of the gen- 
eral assembly is expressly excluded from any con- 
struction of law by which he can remain in. office a 
day bevond his specified term.’’ 

‘Was this matter understood by your legislature 
when the act of April 21, 1881, concerning elections, 
was passed ?”’ 

“TI do not know,’’ answered the senator. ‘‘I pre- 
sume so, however. Itis so clear that lam not at 
liberty to suppose an intelligent body of men igno- 
rant of what they were doing.”’ 

“What political effect, sena‘or, if any, will this 
question have in Indiana’””’ 

“‘T have no doubt that the democratic party will 
carry the state in November next by a large majori- 
ty, and the same result will follow in 1884. The law 
bringing about the election of all the senators this 
year was passed by a republican legislature, and 
that party cannot, and, 1 presume, will not, com- 
plain.”’ 

‘One question more: You say the successors to 
the senators elected in October, 1880, and ‘holding 
over’ will be elected this coming fall. When will 
they take their seats?’’ 

‘‘In the general assembly which convenes Jan- 
uary, I885.”’ 

The views expressed above by Senator Voorhees 
are concurred in by the entire democratic delega- 
tion in congress from Indiara, and by ex-Senator 
McDonald, who is in the city.

SOME SUGGESTIONS TO MANUFAC- 
TURERS BY EDWARD ATKINSON. 


A Waste of $30,000,000—How This May be Remedied 
with Improved Ginning Houses—The Buzzard 
Wivg Press—Opportunities for Northern 
Capital—Sigas of Improvement. 


Mr. Kkdward Atkinson has prepared a state- 
ment upon cotton saving to be read at a meet- 
ing of the New England cotton manufacturers’ 
association to-day, the substance of which is 
as follows: 

Since the last meeting of the association a 
very exhaustive investigation has been made 
to see whether the statement made by me asa 
reason for holding the Atlanta cotton exposi- 
tion could be sustained or not. I alleged as 
the motive of that exposition that the cotton 
crop of the United States was, un the average, 
depreciated at least one cent a pound by bad 
handling between the field and the factory, 
One cent a pound in’a crop of 6,000,000 bales 
ig about $30,000,000, _On the whole, the repre” 
sentatives of the cotton manufacturers of New 


England, and the machinists who visited At- 
lanta and examined the subject in connection 
with the exposition, or who have had previ- 
ous knowledge in regard thereto, have more 
than sustained this statement of loss. 
Nearly every one consulted has added to 
this estimate their testimony tlat the labor 
expenced in the present bad method of hand 
ling is twice or thrice as much as is needed; 
and that if the whole loss to the planters of 
the south from waste labor—waste in ginning, 
waste in baling, waste in transportation, waste 
in compressing, waste in the store itself by 
packing and stealage and waste at every 
point--could be distinctly computed and tab- 
ulated, it would be nearer two cents a pound, 
or 360,000,000 a year. It is one thing to state 
this case, however, and quite another thing to 
findaremedy. With a view to possible rem- 
edy and to the probable profit on business in- 
vestments In altering in some measure these 
conditions, two young gentlemen, one a grad- 
uate of Harvard college, son of an Alabama 
cotton planter, the othera graduate of the 
Institute of Technology in the department of 
mechanical engineering, have devoted several 
weeks to the study of the present methods of 
working cotton in Georgia and Alabama. 
From their report it is becoming apparent 
that the depreciation of the crop is becoming 
worse and that litile,if anything, has yet been 
accomplished in remedying the defects. 
GINNING ON A SMALL SCALE, 

The process of ginning and baling in these 
states, which are, on the whole, two of the 
most progressive states of the south, is con- 
ducted by one of three methods: 

1. Ginneries run by horse or mule power. 

2. Ginneries run by steam. 

3. A very few run by water power. 

The latter may be disregarded. The princi- 
pal part of the work 1s done in one of the two 
methods first named. Class 1 is the common- 
est of all, and is universally used where the 
farmer does the ginning for himself or for one 
or two neighbors. The gin house isusually a 
two story building of rough construction. 
The cotton is brought from the tield in wagons 
and carried to the upper story in baskets and 
by means of a ladder. Four mules furnish 
the motive power. The lint cotton is thrown 
by abrush into the linj room which is neither 
brushed nor swept from one season to another 
nor from one decade to another. What 
encouragement can there be for care- 
ful picking when the cotton is to be 
ginned in such a place? The press is the old 
‘*buzzard-wing”’ press. It stands about tifty 
feet from the gin house, and the lint has to be 

arried this distance through wind and dirt 
and in all weathers. Most of the cotton is 
now left lying about wherever it may happen 
to be most couvenient to place it.after it has 
been pressed, exposed to rain and wind and 
other cause of injury. More crude devices 
forthe manipulation of cotton, considering 
the importance of the work to be done, could 
not be found in India orin China. The stages 
through which ginneries of this class are pass- 
ing toward improvement are interesting to 
note. The first thing done away with is the 
‘‘buzzard-wing’’ press, for which an improved 
press is being established; the condenser at- 
tached to the gin makes the lint room unnec- 
essary, and when steam power is applied the 
old running gear js thrown away. 

In the custom ginneries, operated by steam, 
the presses are almost always of an improved 
kind, of which there is a great variety. They 
are, however, mostly operated by hand and 
not by steam. The buildings are great im- 
rovements on the old plantation houses. 

he machinery is better and more carefully 
attended to, and the facilities for handling 
the cotton are vastly superior to those of the 
old style. Butitis a matter of very grave 
doubt whether the cotton is turned out in 
any better condition than in the primit've 
way. Infact there is every reasoy to fear 
that itis more injured in these establishments 
than in the old fashioned way. During the 
ginning season these. public ginneries are 
alwayscrowded with work—each man desiring 
to have his cotton carried through immedi- 
ately, and to return home; his chief object 
being to get the greatest quantity of cotton 
from the seed which he can possibly obtain. 
The proprietor of the gin is interested in get- 
ting through the largest number of bales, and 
he works witha view to accommodating his 
customers and taking the largest toll rather 
than with any idea of turning out good and 
uninjured staple which his customers do not 
appreciate. He runs his machinery at the 
highest possible speed, and works as close’as 
possible in order to make a large yield of lint. 
Ifthe truth were known all ‘‘nepped’’ or 
overginned cotton could probably be traced 
to gins of this scrt. 

SIGNS OF IMPROVEMENT. 

The more hopeful side of the question is to 
be found in the fact that a vast deal of in- 
formation was spread abroad from the Atlan- 
ta cotton exposition, and the great margin of 
profit, which is to be measured by the depre- 
ciation of one or two cents a po nd, is begin- 
ning to work its true results. For instance, 
in and around Hogansville, Ga., about two- 
thirds of the farmers are now planting se- 
lected seed and are using all the means within 
their information to save it in good condition 
and to have it properiy prepared. The rep- 
resentatives of large plantations upon the 
Mississippi river, where considerable invest- 
ments of northern men have been made, are 
making their arrangements to establish their 
own brand, upon which gach _ grade 
of their cotton may be known 
and for which they will be _ responsi- 
ble, so that it shall be as true to its title in 
either grade as the goods from any of your 
factories. The representatives of certain rail- 
roads, especially in Texas, have sought infor- 
mation as to the right méthods of establishng 
public ginneries, to be equipped with suf- 
ficient capital to buy cotton in the seed (it 
being a more common custom in Texas than 
elsewhere to sell cotton in the seed), and 
also to establish their brand by which their 
cotton shall be known. The representatives 
of eotton seed oil mills are in many cases 
planning to attach cotton gins to their works 
and to buy the cotton inthe seed... This work 
must, however, prooceed slowly, it is so little 
the custom outside of Texas to sell the 
cotton in the seed, and the lien laws 
which subject the farmer and the planter to 
the corner shopkeeper render it somewhat 
difficult to establish a fair practice of dealing 
in seed cotton. It appears that the business 
of ginning for toll gives an ample profit, and 
will presently lead to improvement as it be- 
comes apparent that additional profit may be 
made by improving the condition of the cot- 
ton. A model cotton ginning establishment, 
with a capacity of handling 3,000 bales of 
cotton in a season of 100 days, or thirty bales 
a day, can be constructed with all the requi- 
site Laftdings for the work and for storage, 
with three eighty saw gins for common work 
and two roller gins for extra staple, suitable 
cleaners*for cleaning dirty cotton in the seed, 
an exhaust blower to lift the cotton from 
the wagons and distribute it, a cotton seed 
buller by which the hulls can be separated 
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from the kernel, and all other requisite ma- 
chinery, at a cost (with twenty-five per cent 
ed for contingencies) of less than $12,000. 
Insuch an establishment the purpose would 
be either to gin cotton for toll or to buv cot- 
on in the seed; ta.hull the seed, burning the 
hulls for fuel unless it was found that the 
were more valuable for other purposes; Brows | 
ing the kernels to the nearest oil mill for the 
oil to be expressed, the cake to be returned to 
be ground at the yin stand and distributed as 
cotton seed meal, according to the demand. 
}There would be one element of profit now 
wasted in such an establishment, to-wit: the 
saving Of what are technically termed 
‘*motes’’”’ being immature seed with much 
fibre attached. These motes constitute from 
one to four per gent of the weight of the cot- 
ton and are most excellent paper stock. 
A CHANCE FOR NORTHERN MEN, 

I have never investigated any subject in 
which so large a yong appeared to be within 
reach on so small an investment as this, and 
there is certainly room for northern men who 
desire to make a fresh start in a healthy up- 
land country among the southern farmers to 
benefit themselves while benefiting the neigh- 
borhood. It may be worth your while to 
observe how small aff investment of capital 
would be required to treat the whole cotton 
crop in a scientific and skilfal way, provided 
only a true beginning can be made. I have 
said that a model. establishment of the ca- 
pacity of 3,000 bales in the season would cost 
less than $12,000, Two thousand such estab- 
lishments scattered over the vast area of the 
cotton country—each treating 3,000 bales in 
the season—would prepare 6,000,000 bales of 
cotton, and would represent a capital of $24,- 
000,000. But even this amount is not neces- 
sary. Cotton in the seed can be kept, if 
properly stored, for an indefinite period 
without injury. If arrangements were 
made and the - custom introduced 
for purchasing cotton in the seed the 
ginning season might be extended to cover 
two hundred days instead of one hundred. 
The establishment named would then work 
6,000 bales in the season, and the capital! re- 
quired for the treatment of the whole crop 
would represent only $12,000,000. It seems 
almost absurd and visionary to say that by 
means of such an investment a saving.of 
nearly $50,000,000 more in waste of labor and 
in other ways, might be saved. Yet I think 
such isthe only legitimate deduction from 
the facts disclosed at the Atlanta exposition 
and by investigations since made. I can con- 
ceive of no branch of industry so likely to be- 
come very profitabie as the organization of a 
large concern with $500,000 capital, of which 
one-half may be -invested in twenty model 
ginning establishments scattered through the 
upland country, in a healthy climate, among 
the progressive farmers who only need the 
incentive of personal interest to be led in the 
right direction; the other half to be used as 
the working capitalin purchasing and dispos- 
ing of the cotton. 

A COMING NECESSITY. 

Whether or not such an undertaking shall 
be begun depends upon others, and not upon 
myself My function in the matter has been 
to make a complete .investigation and to re- 
port upon the facts, The facts will be sub- 
mitted to the gentlémen at whose cost the re- 
cent investigation has been made, but who 
only contentplated a little work on their own 
account, being individual manufacturers,who 
did not contemplate this larger undertaking. 
I think the time may come 
period when it will cease to bea matter of 
choice on the part of northern manufacturers 
whether or not they will establish branches of 
their own factories to gin and prepare their 
own cotton. The present tendency to worse 
depreciation and to more bad cotton than has 
ever been seen will goon for several years 
longer. There is redson to suppose that the 
very sandy and falsely packed bales, of which 
we have heard so much in Consul 
Shaw’s report and in other ways, 
are not to be attributed to any intentional 
fraud or even to the adverse conditions of a 
bad season, but that they are the necessary 
result of the present method of treating the 
farmers cotton which has been exposed for 
weeks tothe rain and mud. In general it 
nay be said that the improvement of the cot- 
ton crop—except it be undertaken by special 
enterprise or special methods indicated in 
this report—can only proceed with the gen- 
eral improvement in the conditions of society 
in the southern states. How rapid or how 
slow that improvement may be youcan judge 
as wellas myself. ihere are already very 
large planters with whom northern manufac- 
turers could, if they chose, enter into con- 
tracts for the delivery of cotton of a givey 
quality, prepared in any manner which then 
choose to pay for. On the other hand, the 
cultivation of cotton in Texas and in upland 
regions of the south is steadily workingin the 
direction of smallfarms,in which cotton will be 
the surplus or money crop. This will be ginned 
in neighboorhood gins, and the improvement 
in the quality will proceed in just the meas- 
ure of the increase of intelligence and the 
means of communication between the farmer 
and the manufacturer, The ultimate contest 
forsupremacy in the production of cotton 
will be between these two systems. My own 
judgment is thatin the long run the small 
farmer will lead, as he will subsist himself on 
other crops, and it will be difficult to say that 
It will be his surplus or whatever it brings. 
his cotton costs one year more than another. 
KXach of these processes will take a considera- 
ble period to work themselves out, and in the 
meantime there is reason to expect consist- 
ent, regular and increasing depreciation of 
the greater part of the cotton crop. The 
very manner in which saw gins are of- 
fered is a proof of this statement. The 
merits held out by the principal makers of the 
Saw gin are thatan eighty saw gin will work 
sixteen bales of cottonin a day, and will take 
all the lint off the seed, both of these recom- 
mendations being absolute faults. The ut- 
most that any eighty-saw gin can properly 
work in a day, without injury to the staple, 
is ten bales; and the gin which is set so close 
as to remove the fluff or hair from the seed, as 
well asthe true staple, is a mischievous and 
unfit machine. If the cotton states were ex- 


posed to a healthy competition elsewhere and 
had not a practical monopoly this tendency 
to depreciation would be speediy checked. or 
ejse the goose would be killed that lays the 
rolden egg. Under the present direction it is 

ifficult tosee how the mills, which need 
good middling to fair cotton of even staple 
for fine work or for hosiery, can make sure of 
an even and regular supply unless they estab- 
lish ginning departments of their own fac- 
tories at suitable points in the southern 
States,

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THE JEANNETTE. 


LIEUTENANT DANENHOWER’S STO- 
RY OF HER LOSS. 


A History of the First Year of Her Voyage—Danen- 
hower and His Men—The Run to St. Lawrence 
Bay—Fast in the Ice—Attempt to R ach 
Herald Island—Summer Weather. 


Tke correspondent of the New York Herald 
who was directed to proceed to the Siberian 
coast to ascertain the particulars of the loss 
of the Jeanette, writes from Irkutsk, under 
date of February 25, that he found at that 
piace Lieutenant Danenhower and the survi- 
vors of the Jeannette,who were landed at the 
mouth of the Lena in boat No. 3. These sur- 
vivors, now in Irkutsk, are, besides the lieu- 
tenant, Dr. Raymond L. Newcomb, naturalist 
of the expedition; John Coles, Herbert W. 
Leach, Henry Wilson, Frank E. Maunson, 
John Lauterbach, Anequin, the American 
Indian, Charles Tong Sing, the Chinamar, 
und Louis P. Noros, the companion of Nin- 
derman, and survivors of Captain De Long’s 
boat No. 1. 
following synopsis of the 
letter, beginning with 

DANENHOWEK AND HIS MEN. 

Lieutenant Danenhower 1 found with his 
eyes bandaged and strictly forbidden by his 
doctor to use his sight, and so I spent an 
hour and a half reading to lim the messages 
of love sent to him by friends and relatives 
from the western land. Ali the men, with 
the exception of Jack Coles, are in good 
health, having quite recovered from the 
hardships endured on the retreat and during 
the weary journey from the mouth of the 
river Lena to Yakutsk. They are at present 
lodged with Danenhower and Dr. Newcomb 
in the house of M. Strekoisky, the private 
secretary of Gentral Pudaschenko, the vice- 
governor-general of the province. Itis beau- 
tifully situated on the suburban side of the 
Angara, and from it you get a delightful view 
of the very pretty city across the frozer river. 
On the arrival of the survivors here they 
were received in a most courteous manner. 
Melville, Bartlett and Ninderman are at 
present on the Lena, carrying on the search 
for the missing men. 

DANENHOWER’S STORY. 

In a darkened room of the house of M. 
Strekofsky I have spent the day in taking 
down a portion of Lieutenant Danenhower's 
narrative of the voyage of the ill-fated Jean- 
nette. So far Lieutenant Danenhower has 
only told me the story of the first year of the 
Jeannette’s voyage, and it will bea few days 
before he will be able to continue his story. 

He said: The Jeannette left San Francisco 
on the 8th of July, 1879, with a full outtit for 
three years, with five commissioned officers of 
the navy,two civil scientists and twenty-four 
of the ship’s company. We arrived at Ouna- 
laska on the the third of August after a long 
passage caused by the head winds and the ves- 
sel being @den below her proper bearings. 
The Jeannette was perfectly seaworthy, hav- 
ing been thoroughly put in order at Mare 
island before starting. After coaling ship at 
Gunalaska we proceeded to St. Michael’s, 
Alaska, to meet our supply schooner, the 
Fanny A. Hyde. Upthe St. Lawrence bay 
we tound magnificent scenery. The 
nomical position of. Lutke island we found to 
correspond with that given by Admiral 

todgers, and his chart of the harbor proved 
very good, We sent off our last mai] DY the 
supply schooner, and on the 27th of August, 
7p. m., We started north. Next day we_pass- 
ed through Behring struit, We rounded East 
Cape about three of theatternoon of the 2sth; 
was then cloudy, no observations, run- 
ning by dead reckoning. The East Cape 
loomed very bold and bluff. We could not 
see the Diomedes in the straits. On the 29th 
I saw groin the crow’s nest huts on the beach. 
We stood in and found a summer settlement. 
Captain De Longand a party of officers started 
ashore in the wlialeboat, but could not land 
owing to the surf breaking on iceward. See- 
ing the difficulty, the natives launched a bi- 
darah, or large skin boat, very skillfully and 
came olf to the ship, bringing their chiei with 
them. We had alony interview with them-in 
the cabin, but as neither party could under- 
stand the other, the results of the conversa- 
tion were not great. They made us under- 
stand, however, by bending the elbow and 
saying “Schnapps” what they wanted, but the 
captain refused to listen to their request. 
Lieutenant Chipp then went ashore and suc- 
ceeded in landiug about midnight, and from 
an old woman from King’s island who could 
talk with our Indians, we learned that Nor- 
denskiold, withthe Vega, had wintered to 
the north of them, and had pxassed east to 
Behring strait in the month of June. 
FASTIN THE ICE. 

About 4 p.m.., August 3lst., we stood to the 
northwest, shaping our course to the south- 
east cane of Wrangell Land, and then we felt 
that our Arctic course had actually com- 
menced. We met considerable drift ice; the 
weather was stormy and misty. About sun- 
riseef the ist of September we discerned an 
island which was taken to be the Kolintchin, 
in Kolintchin bay. Next day we met pack 
ice in floes of moderate size, turned to the 
northward and. northeastward, and cruised 
along the Siberian pack, entering leads at 
times to examine them. On the afternoon 
of the 4th of September a whaling bark bore 
down to us. We stopped engines and awaited 
her approach, but the weather became misty 
and sie did not speak us. We had an Arctic 
mailon board at the time, and were disap- 
pointed at not being able tosend letters 
home. We ran in several times and 
made fast to floe pieces to await clear 
weather. That afternoon, about 4, we saw an 
immense tree, With its roots drifting by. Ice 
Pilot Dunbar, seeing it, said that in 1865, 
when the Shenandoah destroyed the whalers, 
he was at St. Lawrence bay, and when a few 
months later he landed oy Herald island he 
was greatly suprised to see masts and portions 
of the destroyed vessels drifting in that vicin- 
ity. This made me look out for a northwest 
drift. Then Herald island loomed up in the 
clouds. On the 6th of September the captain 
judged that we had reached the lead between 
the Siberian and North American packs, and 
that this was a good place to enter. He took 
charge from the crow’s nest and we entered 
the pack. We met with the young ice and 
through this forced our way by ramming. 
This shook the ship very badly, but did not 
do her any damage; indeed, the ship stood 
the concussions handsomely. But at 4 p.m. 
we could proceed no further. We banked 
fires, secured the vessel with ice anchors and 
remained. That night was exceedingly cold. 
The ship was frozen in. At this time the ice 
was in pieces, ranging from ten square yards 
to several acres in area, with small water- 
courses like veins running between them, but 
now quite frozen over. lt remained quiet for 
a number of days, and we found ourselves in 
the middle of a large accumulation of floes 
about four miles across. We were then in 
about twenty fathoms of water, and had Her- 
ald island in sight to the southward and west- 
ward twenty-one miles distant by triangula- 
tion on a base line of 1,100 yards. 

ATTEMPT TO REACH HERALD ISLAND. 

About the 15th of September First-Lieuten- 
and Chipp, Sea Pilot Dunbar,, Engineer Mel- 
ville and the Indian, Alexd, started with a 
dog sledge for Herald island. They got within 
seven miles of the beach when they found 
open water before them and were compelled 
to return. We found the ship drifting with 
the icé, and with so uncertain a base the cap- 
tain would not send other persons to the island 
with boats. The general appearance of the 
ice at this time was uniform, with here and 
there almost snowless hummocks appearing 
above the surface, and between whicb were 
pools whereon the men could skate. The 
detiorescence of salt was like velvet under 
the feet. From day to day we saw a loom- 
ing of land to the southwest and sometimes in 
the clouds, We soon saw that the ice always 
took up the drift withthe wind. The ship 
at this time began to heel to starboard under 
the pressures and inclined about twelve de- 
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Our position was notan enviable one. At 
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any moment the vessel was liable to be 
crushed like am éggshell among the enormous 
mass of ice, the general thickness of which 
‘was from five to six feet, though some was 
over twenty where the floe pieces had over- 
run and cemented together and turned topsy- 
turvy. Pressures were constantly felt. We 
heard constant thundering of the heavy 
masses, which threw up high ridges of young 
ice that looked like immense pieces of crushed 
sugar. The month of October was quiet. We 
had no equinoctial gales even in September. 
The cold was very bitter. Wrangell Land 
wasin plain sight to south and west many 
times, and especially on the 28th and 29th of 
October, when we could see mountains and 
a glacier, which we identified on many oc- 
casions. 
TIDAL ACTION—A SPS2T IN THE FLOE. 

About the 6th: of November the ice began 
to break up. We had preyiously observed 
considerable agitation about the full and 
change of the neon, and attributed it to the 
tidal action. From aloft the floe that had ap- 
peared so uniform u few weeks before was 
now tumbled about, aud in a state of greater 
confusion than an old Turkish graveyard. 
Tracks began to radiate from ihe ship. and 
the noise and vibration of distant ramming 
were terrific. making even the dogs whine. 
November 231 was a calm, starlight night. 
[got good star observations, with Mel- 
ville marking time; atll p.m. 1 was work- 
ing them up when a crack was heard, and 
we found that the Hoe lad split and that the 
ice on the port side had drifted off, leaving 
the ship lying in a half cradle on her star- 
board bilge. The water lovked smooth and 
beautiful, and there was no nvise.save that of 
four dogs which had drifted off with the port 
ice. We had previously taken in the observa- 
tory and had prepared tor such an accident, 
but on the starboard side the steam cutter and 
the men's outhouse had been left, We got 
the steam cutter aboard. but left the outhouse 
standing. This was November 23. 

DRIFTING. 

A few mornings later the drift ice came 
down upon us in the gtarbuard bow and 
wedged the ship olf her cradle, aud she went 
adrift in the gale. Thiswas about 8 p.m. She 
drifted all day until7 p.m., when shefbrought 
ub On some young ice and was frozen in solid 
again. It was dark, in the long night, and 
there was no chance of working the pack had 
it been good jucgment to do so. We reck- 
oned that she had drifted at least forty miles 
with the ice in her immediate vicinity. Pre- 
vious to this time the ship had stood the pres- 
sure in the most remarkable manner, Several 


‘gales were experienced in which the ship 


suffered to some extent, the heaviest gale 
being in the fall of 1879. The long night 
commenced about the 25th of November, 1379. 
[Danenhower describes the life on board the 
ship during this period, and the narrative 
proceeds: | 

Things went on in this fashion until the 
middle of January, when there were tremen 
dous pressures, and the floes actually backed 
up. into mounds under the strain, the ice be- 
ing very tough and elastic. The heaviest 
strain came in the stem of the ship, in a lon- 
gitudinal direction. There was alsoa heavy 
lateral strain, especially under the starboard 
main chains. About 9 o’clock one morninga 
man went down into the fire-room on duty 
and found the foreplates covered with water; 
he immediately reported the fact, and all 
pumps were started. The temperature 
was below forty-two degrees Fahren- 
heit—the freezing point of mereury. 
Mr. Melville had great difficulty in get- 
ting up steam and starting the donkey-pumips, 
but succeeded admirably, the men working 
with their feet and legs in ice-water and every- 
thing frozen and freezing solid. It was found 
that the vessel leaked badly in the bows, and 
we supposed that the hooding of the planks 
had been started at the stem, and it was not 
until the last day, June 12, 1881, that we dis- 
covered that the forefoot had been twisted to 
starboard. The men were kept at the pumps; 
provisions overhauled and the damaged goods 
thrown away. 

STILL DRIFTING. 

On May 3 fresh southeast winds began, and 
the ship took up a rapid and uniform drift to 
the northwest. In the month of. June we 
actually drifted back over the May track. 
During July and August there was searcely 
any wind and the weather was misty and raw, 
it being the most unpleasant time of the 
year, the coldest weather not excepted. 

SUMMER WEATHER, 

The summer weather was very bright and 
pleasant for about fifteen days in July, and 
when the thermometor was above 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit we called ita warm day. but the 
latter part of July and August was particular- 
ly bad, being foggy and raw. 

SEAL MEAT—BEAR HUNTING. 

During the first year we got suflicient game 
for table use and sealskins for clothing for the 
men, but this necessitated a great deal of 
hunting, and there was a great scarcity of 
game in this region. Some seals were obtain- 
ed, but walrus was scarce, as they seldom in- 
habit depths of more than 15 fathoms. We 
got six, however, which furnished excellent 
tood for the dogs, and our Chinese cook was 
anadept in making walrus sausage for our 
cuisine. Bear chases were frequent and ex- 
citing, and about fifteen animals were obtain- 
ed the first year. 

Mr. Dunbar was the champion bear slaver 
and was aiways ready for a keen jump wien 
game was reported. During the first winter 
a tremendous bear approached the ship about 
midnight, drove the dogs in and attempted 
to board us over the port gangpiank. The 
alaroi was given. Mr. Dunbar was on deck 
instantly with rifle in hand, and shot the 
bear through the heart at ten paces. It was 
probably the biggest and most ferocious bear 
secured on the cruise, and he had been at- 
tracted by the quarters of his comrade that 
were triced up in the fore rigging. A few 
foxes were seen and their tracks quite fre- 
quently observed. They seemed w either 
accompany or follow the bears, like pilot fish 
with the sharks and jackals with their feroc- 
ous and stronger friends. 

In this crippled condition the crew of the 
Jeannette, heaithy and yet hopeful, passed 
their first year in the Arcticsolitudes. What 
further befell them is yet to be told, as Da- 
nenhower’s narrative breaks off at the time 
when the men were looking forward not with- 
out some anxicty to the long night of the 
second winter. 


A ROSE CRAZE, 


The Great Excitement Over Mose Growing in New 
York. 
Correspondence of the St. Louis Republican. 

New York, April 20.—There is a genuine 
rose craze in tbe metropolis, and as orange 
groves seem the magnet of capital in the 
south, rose gardens seem here. There has 
been a great harvest for the florists in con- 
nection with the Easter floral displays and 
the boom in weddings that has followed. 
Moreover, fashion has decreed that lunches 
and dinners must not only be redolent with 
the savory odors of French cookery, but the 
air must be made sweet with the perfume of 
flowers. Every demoiselle, upon her after- 
noon ride and walk, must havaa bunch of 
roses in her hand oratherthroat. The mania 
has gone so far that perfumed artificial roses 
are now sold in large quantities, and young 
iadies with an eye to pin-money 
are learning all sorts of tricks about keeping 
tlowers fresh, so as to make them do for more 
than once. There isa large amcunt of capital 
invested now in rose culture, and it is said 
there is any amount ready to be added to it. 
There are a number of millionaires who have 
begun business on a lavish scale, expecting to 
reap great profits by foreing rosebuds in win- 
ter, and these watch the rise and fall of prices 
in the rose market as eagerly as they watch 
the price of stocks on the street. May it not 
be expected thatere long there will be daily 
quotations of “Cooks,” “Jacks,” ‘*Perles’’ and 
‘‘Mermets.’’ Mr. Peter Henderson predicts 
that the craze will ‘te like that of the morns 
multicaulis in 1849; and the grapevine fever of 
1865. There is undoubtedly large profit in 
the culture ef roses at the present prices, 
caused by avery brisk demand and a limited 
supply, t it is unreasonable to suppose 
that such prices will continue. The unusual 
heat and drouth of last autumn in many 
cases weakened and in others wholly de- 
stroyed the plants that were intended to 
sroduce a springgrop of flowers. There are

tal im rose culture. They know nothing 

about the business themselves and have to 
trust wholly to the gardmers. On Long 

Island there are vast stretches of green- 

houses, and about Boston there is noticeable 

the same growth in the business. This sud- 

den rush into the business must produce an 

oversupply. “All experience shows,” says 

Mr. Henderson, “that in the perishable com- 

modities of fruits, flowers or vegetables, 

whenever an oversupply floods the market 

and brings dewn the prices belowa paying 

level, less is sold than when_ they bring a fair 
price. Two yearsago in June strawberries 
and cabbage in the New York markets got so 
low as not to pay even the cost of marketing. 

The result was that hundreds of loads 
had to be taken back and dumped in the 
manure yards, as they could not 
be disposed ef at any price. Some 
thirty years ago peaches one day fell down to 

12 cents a basket in Washington market,New 
York, and would not sellatthat. In those 
days the crop was perhaps held by a score of 
dealers only. They: get their heads together 
and decided to destroy every peach in the 
market. It was done. A scarcity was pro- 
duced, and in twenty-four hours peaches went 
up to $1 per basket. The leader in the move- 

ment had no doubt been a disciple of Adam 
Smith, and had wisely studied the laws of 
supply and demand.” 


A SECRET TELEPHONE. 


A New Way to Send Conversations Over the Wires in 
Sections. 
From the New York Times, Tuesday. 

The articles of incorporation of the Nation- 
al Secret telephone company were filed in Al- 
bany yesterday. The capital is $5,000,000, di- 
vided into 50,000 shares of $100 each, and the 
privilege is reserved to increase it to $10,000,- 
000.- The incorporators are Professor J. Harris 
Rogers, Dr. J. W. Rogers, General Charles 
Ewing and General Thomas Ewing, of New 
York, and Frank Hume, L. G. Hine, and E. 
C.- Dean of Washington D. C. The com- 
pany, which has.not yet been fully or- 
ganized, was incorporated to manufacture 
and put in operation a telephone invented by 
Professor J. Harris Rogers, of Washington. 
Tne telephone is called the “secret telephone,”’ 
because when two persons are talking no one 
else, although he may be on the same line, 
can listen tothe conversation. Instead of 
using a straight line, a circuit -is formed, so 
that the two extreme ends of the wire meet. 
The ends ot the wire where cut ata box or 
station, after leaving the. electrodes, come in 
ecntact with a commutator, which isin the 
shape of a revolving wheel turned by elec- 
tricity. The wheel is divided into four oppo- 
site segments, twoof which are of metal, 
and two of a nonconducting material, 
srech as glass. In this manner, when one 
end of the wire isin contact with the_con- 
ductor the other is in contact with the non- 
conductor. The wheel divides the conversa- 
tion phonetically, and sends the sounds alter- 
nately tirstin one direction on the circuit 
and then in the other. Thus there may bea 
dozen boxes onthe line, but from the ones 
not in direct communication only half of the 
conversation can be caught, and then it 
would be simply unintelligible noise. The 
alphabet, it is said, cannot be spoken in phe 
telephone so that it can be understood in one- 
half of the circuit alone, and the wheel, it is 
claimed, seenres secrecy. The secret tele- 
phone is about one-half the size of the Bell 
telephone. A carbon diaphragm is used in 
the transmitter, instead of the metal one as 
in the ordinary telephone, and in the 
receiver a common horse magnet is 
used instead of the yibrating amature. 
The inventor claims great advantages 
for his instrument over the ordi- 
nary telephone. Instead of being suspended, 
the electrodes float in mercury, which gives 
distinetness in sound, und enables the tele- 
phone to be operated at distances. 
Chere are many other minor differences be- 
tween the ‘‘secret’ and the common tele- 
phone, but the advantages urged are the se- 
creey and the superiority in transmission. In 
an experiment in Washington, conversation 
in a jow tone at a distance of twenty-five 
feetfrom the transmitter was heard plainly 
twoand one-half miles away. The promo- 
ters say that the company will be organized 
in thirty days, and that it will be ready to 
put up lines in sixty days. They propose to 
construct a line from New York to Albany 
and thence to Buffalo, but will establish 
plants in all the principal cities the same as 
other telephone companies.
